E” if Hong Kong were not the only Chinese city still 
open to travelers from the West, its unique setting, 
its beauty and its excitement make it an experience that no 
visitor in the Orient should miss. Peripatetic people who 
rave about Rio, or the harbors of Sydney, San Francisco 
or Naples, are inclined to agree that Hong Kong tops them 
all. I once heard a Hong Kong couple from San Francisco 
admit that their new home had it slightly over their beloved 
Golden Gate birthplace. Higher praise you hardly could ask 
for. I, having decided that the day may never come when one 
san visit China again, went to Hong Kong as the next best 
thing. I found it a wonderfully exotic, exciting city, where 
tourists were welcome and life luxurious. Its beauty is match- 
less—the magnificent bay, the towering Peak with its fine 
houses on the Hong Kong side of the harbor, the dramatic 
view from the Kowloon side. Hong Kong’s status as a British 
Crown Colony gives it special character, too—Tommies and 
tars everywhere, bobbies in colonial uniform, red double- 


deck buses, nostalgic touches of London in an eastern setting. 


Though not essential, it adds a lot to a Hong Kong 


visit if you're armed with notes of introduction—even one 
will do. You couldn't find more cordial people; after you 
meet one, you're passed on to another and another and 
another. Entertaining for the most part is done in private 
houses, thanks to the abundance of well trained servants 
who can be hired for a song. Hong Kong is one of the few 
places left where Americans and British live in the style 
to which they were accustomed before the war. Not only 
the rich but even those of moderate means maintain staffs 
of servants. A young American couple asked me for cock- 
tails one afternoon and when I said Га take а taxi, they 
said, “Certainly not. We'll send the car.” An Austin limou- 
sine with a liveried chauffeur whisked me to their apart- 
ment, where I noticed a number one boy and a young 
waitress, and caught sight of an old woman cook through 
the kitchen door. Four servants for a young couple with- 
out children.

You're especially impressed with 
the luxurious Hong Kong way of life 
when you go to the races at Happy 
Valley Course. If you're asked to lunch 
in a private box, you take a lift to what 
would be the equivalent of a fourth 
floor. Entering the box you see in the 
dining area a beautifully laid table for 
ten or twelve guests; your host's ser- 
vants, brought in from his estate, serve 
you. Besides boasting its own kitchen 
and bar, the box also contains *powder 
rooms" for men and women. The sight 
of the race track, the hill towering be- 
hind it, the milling dressed 
mostly in white or shades of blue, and 
carrying brilliant parasols, would be 
fascinating enough at any time, but 
when you have been fortified with pre- 
luncheon cocktails and iced champagne 
flowing during the meal, you find it 
memorable.

Your Hong Kong visit will be more 
pleasant if you have a card to the Hong 
Kong Club. Situated right on the har- 
bor front, this old fashioned building 
with huge, high ceilinged rooms and 
with balconies running around each 
floor is the perfect British Colonial 
club one usually pictures. Ceiling fans 
whirling at a sedate pace keep the spa- 
cious rooms comfortably cool and give 
a soporific accompaniment to the row 
after row of gentlemen taking after- 
lunch siestas on steamer chairs cov- 
ered with white linen. These sensible 
club members realize that in the heat 
of Hong Kong and after a luncheon in- 
variably preceded by some gin gimlets, 
naps are in order before returning to 
their stints. The “siesta room" is actu- 
ally called the Reading Room and sev- 
eral large signs proclaiming “SI- 
LENCE” make it an ideal place for 
a refreshing doze. Meals which feature 
carafes of Portuguese wine are excep- 
tionally low priced at the Hong Kong 
Club, but be warned: if you try to enter 
the main dining room in shorts you'll 
he politely referred to the Grill. 


At the present time there’s not 
much choice of hotels in Hong Kong. 
Plans are already drawn for a new 
one but it will probably be a year or 
ready. Meanwhile, 
your choice is really between three: 
The Peninsula on Kowloon side, the 
Gloucester in the heart of Hong Kong 
proper, and the Repulse Bay Hotel on 
“the other” side of The Peak, facing 
the beautiful bay. The Peninsula is, for 
most people, the best bet. It is large, 
comfortable, air conditioned, very well 
run, and convenient. Even though you 
have to take a ferry every time you go 
over to Hong Kong, you'll probably be- 
come so crazy about the crossing that 
you won't mind going back and forth 
several times a day. I used to look for- 
ward to these ferry rides because the 
seven-minute trip across the bay amid 


so before it is 


the heavy and cosmopolitan shipping 
traffic is fascinating. Cargo and naval 
vessels from all over the world frequent 
Hong Kong, but it's the native junks 
that give the harbor its most engaging 
color. Then, too, the people on the fer- 


ry boats are a constant delight. Smart, 
well groomed Chinese women with 
their high collars, perfectly plain long 
dresses (but slit to the knee), mothers 
with beguiling babies slung in ham- 
mocks across their backs, wise looking 
old men who appear to know the an- 
swer to everything, sailors and soldiers 
of many nations—it's a conglomerate 
and fascinating crowd you encounter on 
the Kowloon ferry boats. 


If you want to be right in the heart 
of things and not bother with ferries, 
then you should stay at the Gloucester 
which occupies the top floors of an 
office building. It’s a plain, simple, 
comfortable hotel with the 
ultra modern trappings that are found 
in top-of-office-buildings hotels like the 
Plaza in Cincinnati or the Nikkatsu 
in Tokyo.

If your visit in Hong Kong is long 
enough to warrant it, by far the pleas- 
antest place to stop is at the Repulse 
Bay Hotel. There you have a magnifi- 
cent the famous bay, the 
grounds are exceptionally well kept, 
and you can bathe right from the hotel. 
Nearby is the attractive Lido restaurant 
with its own beach.

In Hong Kong there are hundreds, 
if not thousands, of Chinese restau- 
rants. But if you have no one to guide 
you and you want to be a bit careful 
about choosing restaurants where you 
can be sure of the food, you might try 
Golden City, Tai Tung and Winner 
House. If you like Chinese dishes only 
occasionally and prefer French, or at 
international cuisine, there are 
several excellent restaurants. Probably 
the most popular is the Parisian Grill. 
Patronized by the diplomatic set, the 
American and British colonists, and the 
Chinese who have lived abroad, this 
restaurant serves food that would pass 
judgment in the city for which it's 
named. І remember a delicious dinner 
there night: cold borsch, 
veronique, ham with asparagus in as- 


least 


one sole 
pic, and raspberries in meringue laced 
with Kirsch. 


An attractive little spot where you 
can dance in the evening is the Cham- 
pagne Room. My only complaint there 
was that they kept the air conditioning 
cool enough to chill a bottle of cham- 
pagne, to say nothing of your own body. 
I had to borrow a waiter's coat which 
probably looked much snappier than 
my own. Then there's a small place 
called Jimmy's, with red and white 
checked tablecloths that make 
think you're in an Italian trattoria or 
a French bistro. Italian dishes are al- 
ways the feature at Jimmy's.

As often happens when traveling, 
you're so busy discovering restaurants 
all over a city, you sometimes find on 
your last day that the best is the one 
right in your own hotel. Undoubtedly 
the smartest place to dine is Gatti's in 
the Peninsula Hotel. Operated by a 
sophisticated Swiss and decorated with 
effective murals of Hong Kong, the 
restaurant is as elegant as any you'll 
find in New York or London. There is

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a small space for dancing, the food is 
delicious, and, for Hong Kong, expen- 
sive. A tip about Gatti’s: their assorted 
hors d'oeuvres are a meal in them- 
selves and specially delicious for a 
luncheon—but don't order another 
thing. 


The Peninsula's second floor din- 
ing room is one of the few spots on the 
Kowloon side offering a view of the 
harbor and The Peak. A nice feature of 
this restaurant is the inclusion of Chi- 
nese dishes along with a Continental 
menu. I remember having for lunch a 
very good main dish of mushrooms and 
crab meat cooked in Chinese style in 
a chafing dish. But I started off with 
jellied consomme and ended with an 
English savoury, difficult to do in a 
restaurant wholly Chinese. 


Across the street from the Penin- 
sula is a nice, inexpensive Russian 
restaurant, Tkachenko's. Even if you 
don't have a meal there, you should 
drop in for tea and try their delicious 
Russian pastries or have a Vodka Mar- 
tini and ask for their hot cheese sticks. 
Food is exceptionally good in Hong 
Kong and drinks inexpensive. Spirits 
from England and wines from Portugal 
and Italy (the French and German 
seem to be more expensive) cost less 
than they do in most cities that do not 
enjoy the advantages of being a Free 
Port. There's great competition be- 
tween the beer people, and the harbor 
is ablaze with signs advertising Dutch 
and Danish brews along with San 
Miguel, an excellent beer made both 
in Manila and Hong Kong. 


One of my favorite places to dine 
was the Correspondence Club half way 
up The Peak with a magnificent view 
from any one of the terraces on which 
meals are served. It is a relief in Hong 
Kong to find a restaurant where you 
can enjoy that wonderful view and not 
freeze from air conditioning. Besides 
this club, there are two other places 
for al fresco dining: the dining room 
of the Lido and the terrace of the 
Repulse Bay Hotel. The former is open 
except for a roof. Unusual varieties of 
palm trees and tropical brushes grow 
alongside the dining room and through 
this lush growth you catch views of the 
brilliant, blue Pacific only a few yards 
away. Repulse Bay Hotel is on a slope 
and commands a broader sweep of 
beach and ocean. 


Refreshingly free of those sight- 
seeing “musts” with which you're usu- 
ally confronted as a tourist, Hong Kong 
does offer many pleasant but easy 
things to do. One day you should take 
a cruise around the harbor aboard the 
yacht maintained by Cat, the airline 
originated by the fabulous General 
Chennault and his intrepid Flying 
Tigers. Cat carries passengers and 
cargo to Japan, Manila, Hong Kong, 
Indonesia and Malaya. As part of its 
public relations program, the company 
operates a beautiful yacht, the Nar- 
cissus, fitted with bar, showers, dress- 
ing rooms and it has large deck space 
with (instead of deck chairs) comfort- 
able upholstered chaise longues. The 


Cat harbor cruises are one of the most 
delightful features of Hong Kong life. 
Visiting VIPS are entertained aboard 
and when Vice President Nixon and 
Mrs. Nixon were in Hong Kong they 
used the vacht three days out of their 
five. Late afternoon you board the 
yacht by the Kowloon ferry slip and 
sail away to a quiet spot where guests 
can dive off the yacht and swim in 
clean water. The bartender is a mighty 
busy man and a chef presides over a 
buffet table while you spend the eve- 
ning gliding slowly through the bay, 
fascinated by the twinkling lights of 
the harbor hills towering around you. 


At least once you must take the 
cable car to the top of The Peak, where 
you can enjoy the magnificent pano- 
rama of Hong Kong, Kowloon, and even 
distant Red China. There are well 
planted gardens and a teahouse at the 
top, and you'll find that the air is much 
fresher than in Hong Kong down be- 
low. In the nine days I was in town 
I felt an urge to make the cable car 
trip five times. 


Most tourists are persuaded to 
visit a fantastic park called Tiger Balm 
Villa, planned and maintained by a 
billionaire patent medicine man. An- 
other tourist *must," but this time 
something really interesting, is a trip 
to the village of Aberdeen. This fishing 
settlement's harbor is jammed with 
boats—you could walk a mile just 
stepping from one boat to another. 
Anchored about 400 yards out from 
the shore are several restaurant boats 
which specialize in seafood. One called 
Tai Pak Fong is especially good. When 
your car stops on the shore, you're Jit- 
erally mobbed by young girls begging 
you to let them row you out to the 
restaurant boats in their sampans. 
There is one amazing old gal “gon- 
dolier." With only one arm, this little 
Chinese woman, a baby strapped to 
her back, plies her sampan merrily to 
and from the shore, while several other 
children in the bottom of the craft 
either play games or tend the charcoal 
brasier on which supper is cooking. 


You shouldn't miss driving along 
the mainland to a district known as 
New Territories. The country and its 
peasants are exactly as China is. In- 
deed, you can drive almost to the bor- 
der of Red China. Besides seeing typi- 
cal Chinese farm scenes, you pass many 
new factories, attractive suburban 
homes and fine golf links. 

People who live in Hong Kong say 
the best time to visit there is late fall 
or early winter. At this period it never 
rains. The days are crisp and brilliant 
such as New York has in October, 
which is to say, perfect. But I found 
early May delightful. Hot, but not too 
much so, and just ahead of the rainy 
season. Spring has the added advan- 
tage of being a good time to visit near- 
by Japan, just eight hours away by 
air, and most people going as far as 
Hong Kong will want to look at Japan 
at the same time. If you time yourself 
for early winter in Hong Kong, you 
may find Japan too damp and cold. 
May is probably a good compromise.

Naturally these first mysterious liqueurs 
were magic: they were love potions, 
they charmed away evil, and they 
cured all ailments from broken bones 
to “habitual melancholy.” As medi- 
cines and tonics, many liqueurs were 
also invented by monks who sold or 
gave them away in small shops main- 
tained in front of the monasteries of 
the period. Even the most learned men 
thought these tonics were “aperient, 
digestive, anti-apoplectic, anti-spas- 
modic and anti-choleric." They were 
said to revive, cheer and comfort. 


Although the medicinal properties 
of liqueurs are no longer acknowledged, 
there is not the slightest doubt that 
they provide comfort and cheer. They 
are enjoyed most in moderation. You 
sip them very slowly with after-dinner 
coffee, or you savor their delicate flavors 
or their fragrance in desserts, dessert 
sauces, in stewed fruits, and poured 
over fresh fruits. 


The oldest cordial that has come 
down to us is Benedictine, created over 
four and a half centuries ago by Dom 
Vincelli, a Benedictine monk, at the 
Abbey of Fecamp on the French chan- 
nel coast. The good Dom's combination 
of herbs, plants and peels distilled with 
fine Cognac is still a secret formula, 
even though the liqueur is now made 
by a private firm. Many imitations have 
been attempted, but none comes near 
the original. Incidentally, the D.O.M. 
on each bottle stands for DEO ОР: 
TIMO MAXIMO—*To God, most 
Good, most Great." 


The same firm produces B & B— 
Benedictine and Brandy—a liqueur in 
which the sweetness of the Benedictine 
is cut by adding fine Cognac. This is 
more appealing to those who enjoy a 
drier drink. 


Two other famous French liqueurs 
first made by a monastic order are still 
produced by the monks in the moun- 
tains near Grenoble. These are the 
green and yellow drinks made by 
monks at the Carthusian monastery at 
Grande Chartreuse. As in Benedictine 
and other medieval “tonics,” the flavor- 
ing agents in Chartreuse are herbs and 
plants. The formula for Chartreuse is 
a secret known only to the monks.

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THE ALCHEMY 
OF LIQUEURS

ut of the alchemy of the Middle Ages came the category of varied drinks 
known as liqueurs or cordials. The alchemist was part sorcerer, part 
inventor, part pharmacist. As commonly pictured, he wore a long robe and 
conical hat, He worked over a steaming cauldron, mixing and stirring, vainly 
hoping to hit upon a potion that would cure all ills, an elixir that would pro- 
long youth, or a way to change iron into gold. As he stirred, sniffed and tasted 


his strange brews, the alchemist invented cordials. 


more aromatic. Yellow Chartreuse at 
86 proof is a lighter drink, and some- 
what sweeter. They are both spicy. 


Liqueur D'Or is another cordial 
with an ancient tradition. One of the 
theories of alchemists of the Middle 
Ages was that gold could be a cure-all, 
and if reduced to liquid form and 
drunk would preserve youth. Conse- 
quently, many of them devised drinks 
in which they floated tiny bits of gold 
leaf. Liqueur D'Or is such a cordial. 
Its flavor comes from lemon peel, herbs 
and plants, but the flickering bits of 
yellow floating in each bottle are bits 
of genuine gold. Danziger Goldwasser 
and Eau de Vie de Dantzig are similar. 


A recent addition to the list of 
liqueurs is Drambuie, made with a base 
of good aged Scotch. Honey is the 
sweetener, and various flavorings are 
added, but the smoky overtone of the 
Highland whisky is there. Irish whisky 
firms now produce a similar infusion 
called Irish Mist. 


Fruit liqueurs owe their origin to 
the housewife of past centuries who 
included among her innumerable 
chores everything from making soap 
to making blackberry cordial. Old 
household recipes for blackberry and 
other fruit cordials call for mashing 
the fresh fruit, sometimes cooking it 
with spices, and then pouring over it 
fine brandy. The mixture was allowed 
to stand until the liquid had thorough- 
ly absorbed the flavor of the fruit. This 
is essentially the way all of these fine 
fruit liqueurs are prepared. They should 
not be confused with so-called “fruit 
flavored brandies” which are often 
made with inferior brandy and a little 
commercial flavoring (even imitation 
flavoring). 


The most famous fruit liqueur is 
Grand Marnier, made with a base of 
the finest Cognac in which the dried 
peel of the Curacao orange has been 
soaked. It is used a great deal in cook- 
егу: а Grand Marnier souffle is one of 
the classic dessert dishes. Fresh or 
cooked fruits or dessert sauces flavored 
with this liqueur are exceptionally 
good. As a drink it is delicious straight, 
with additional Cognac, or mixed half 
and half with Eau de Vie de Fram-

| we decade, despite its protestations to the contrary, has its own Golden 


think, is that every decade regards what is particularly excellent in its time as the 


norm, and sighs after excellence where it doesn’t exist. When opera singers were 


in the ascendance in the '90s, men were deploring the lack of conductors; when 


conductors pushed each other for elbow room between 1910 and 1940, the quality 


of singing was decried. Now that new jazz talent is being held up for close scru- 


tiny and comparison with what has preceded, it seems clear that the '30s heard 


more good jazz played per night than anytime before or since. 


Opera singers, conductors and 
jazz musicians may not seem any part 
of an equal triangle; but the well. 
grounded record buyer has learned, 
long since, to take his pleasures where 
he finds them, not to disdain quality 
because it doesn’t conform to a for- 
mula. The short-turning wax that 
etched out the seemingly ephemeral 
blasts of a Bix Beiderbecke, a “Fats” 
Waller, a Fletcher Henderson, or a 
Bunny Berigan—grouped together Ье- 
cause, unfortunately, they all are now 
dead—has been combed over to pro- 
vide an astounding quantity of long 
players that are giving ever-increasing 
pleasure to those unborn at the time 
and new life-in-retrospect for those 
who took it all for granted when it was 
happening. 

The distinction between a Golden 
Age in any form of human activity and 
the average, in-between time may, per- 
versely, be stated in terms of quantity 
rather than quality. That is to say, 
there are individuals of top quality in 
every age, but the abundance of them 
working together at the same time is 
what makes for a Golden Age. A Callas 
or Tebaldi today, a Flagstad or a 
Ponselle yesterday are probably as 
good opera singers as any of the illus- 
trious past; but in the time now 
memorialized as a Golden Age of Op- 
era, there were ten or twelve fine artists 
for one today. Likewise, a Ruby Braff 
on trumpet today, or an Oscar Peterson 
at the piano, or a Gerry Mulligan on 
tenor sax could probably blow chorus 
for chorus with the best, but the rank 
and file lag dismally. 

What is even more important, a 
new generation of listeners with an 
absolutely free choice of enthusiasms 
is finding that the old Goodman, Mil- 
ler, T. and J. Dorsey, Shaw, Ellington, 
Woody Herman sides which the “old 
man" had stashed away in the bottom 
of a cupboard have a zing not ap- 
proached by anything being played 
today. Moreover, they sound better 
than ever as made from mint-condition 
masters on the new-style LPs. The first 
light of the new day was heralded, 1 
think, by the glow given off on Colum- 
bia SL 160, which reprises what hap- 
pened on the night of January 19, 1938 
when Benny Goodman and band gave a 


concert in Carnegie Hall. A couple of 
thousand people in the hall had cher- 
ished recollections, in various degrees 
of accuracy, of that memorable occa- 
sion (when Goodman's hired hands in- 
cluded Gene Krupa. Harry James, 
Lionel Hampton, Ziggy Elman, Jess 
Stacey, and Teddy Wilson). When a 
couple of hundred thousand were re- 
minded of it via the recording, the 
reaction was bound to More! 
More! More! 

Another large impulse was pro- 
vided by The Glenn Miller Story, in 
which the suaver, more thoroughly or- 
ganized side of the same pulsating pic- 
ture came to the attention of millions 
who were still without franchise, or 
buying power, when the lamented 
Major Miller went to his death in the 
English Channel around Christmas 
time 1944. In addition to the clever 
re-creation of the band's style provided 
for the sound track of the film, RCA 
Victor soaked the parched soil with a 
veritable deluge of Miller music (Mil- 
ler Memorial Albums 1 and 2, each 
containing nearly a hundred examples 
of the style, in RCA Victor albums plus 
other collections titled Juke Box Sat- 
urday Night, The Nearness of You, and 
Sunrise Serenade, on LMs 1016, 1031, 
and 3067). The quality was so self- 
evident that countless ‘teenagers were 
quickly convinced that maybe the 
Babe Ruths and Bill Tildens of the 
musical world amounted to something 
after all. As for Pop, he's been filling 
in the holes in his new-style collection, 
soon as ever the disks become avail- 
able, which, in season, is almost daily. 

From these points of departure, 
the paths to the practically innumer- 
able high points in the uplands of yes- 
terday's jazz can be pursued as closely 
or as casually as the individual taste 
decrees. If you have a turn to nostalgia, 
you can reach back to the ‘20s, via 
Riverside long play record 1008, and 
sample the Charleston when it was new, 
agitating the air around the stand oc- 
cupied by Loring "Red" Nichols and 
band. As is inevitable in this slogan- 
ridden world, Nichols became identi- 
fied with a group called the “Five Pen- 
nies." Inasmuch as the “Pennies” were,

Intimations of immortality

ou, the reader, may not accept an iota of the 

theory I shall write down here—you may dis- 

miss it as fantasy, imagination or personal senti- 

mental quirk. Disbelief is your privilege. All the same, if 
you are truly fairminded and if you have your full com- 
plement of human perception, you must have observed 
that pieces of old furniture which have had years of love 
and use and attentive care sometimes exhibit qualities that 
take them out of the realm of the inanimate and make them 
sentient—and sensitive. Often on going into a strange 
room you find yourself considering some special chest or 
chair as if it were human; and when you come to know 
the piece better you realize that it has a personality 
sharper—and more pleasing—than that of many human 
beings. Often in a shop you go back again and again to 
a period piece with the sense that it has somehow com- 
pelled your attention, as indeed it has. It is calling to you 
for a friend, for a home, for recognition of its quality. ° 
Through a good many years I have bought and placed 

in my house such period pieces as I could afford, mostly 
Georgian, for that is my special love, but I am not very 
exact about periods nor am I hide-bound about them. 
Beauty to my mind is beauty, give or take a few years, 
with or without a great name attached to it. Everyone 
knows that some of the old maestro cabinet-makers occa- 
sionally brought out designs which are downright re- 
pulsive, but on good days when their creative spirit and 
artful hands were working together in harmony, the result 
was so fluent, so lovely, so satisfying that the finished piece 


has the aura of the workman and communicates it to the 
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beholder, and gives such a piece a soul of its own. Once 
in a decorators’ show I saw a Pembroke table of satin- 
wood as golden as water running over sunlit sands, painted 
with a border of red and white currants with their fan- 
like green leaves, the center panel with a longish oval of 
more currants mingled with sprays of wild blackberry 
fruit and flower. Without much hope I asked the price: it 
was far above my purse and I had to leave with backward 
regretful looks. It was, I thought, goodby forever. 

Then years later when I had a spot of cash that didn't 
have to go instantly for taxes or bread-and-butter, I went 
looking for a satinwood table all the while sadly remem- 
bering the beauty I had seen. Strange and wonderful! I 
found my table at a dealers! I couldn't believe it. I said 
uncertainly: “But I’ve seen this one before," and named 
where and when. The dealer said yes, he'd loaned it to that 
show; and he added a phrase I shall never forget: "It's 
very old but its beauty has protected it." 

The price was still high but by going without a few 
necessities and scraping the last penny of my savings I 
bought it and it has been my constant joy ever since. Twice 
a year it is polished by the best furniture man I know. 
It is still beautiful, not because its beauty has protected it 
but because | have protected its beauty. It knows me, 
it welcomes me when Ї come in, and if I am depressed 
with my world and its limitations I look at it and am con- 
soled, for here is beauty, kind and giving. It is a little 
passive, like all great beauties, but that's an agreeable 
trait. The room it stands in has been largely planned to 
enhance it, yet it does not stand out and cry for attention 
but amiably blends with its surroundings. I do not know 
the names of the men who made and painted it but I am 
sure they had a grand time doing it, for the table tells me 
so clearly, and I am grateful for their joyous art. Frankly, 
if anyone ever called that table an inanimate object in my 


hearing he or she would never get another sight of it. 


in antique furniture 


here used to be leisurely people with large houses 

who ordered single pieces of furniture designed for 

a special room or a special space or individual use; 
today these one-of-a-kinds are rarities and if you ever meet 
one you will see the owner's wish and the maker's response 
engagingly combining the amateur and the professional. 
There is a sewing chair I know which was made to the 
whim of a lady who lived nearly a century and a half ago 
and it is unlike any other chair extant. It is of mellow 
polished wood, has no arms; back and seat are cunningly 
slanted to support and ease simultaneously. Should you 
set this chair beside one of Mr. Chippendale's best you'd 
find yourself looking at it and neglecting Mr. C. Yet it 
couldn't be simpler and plainer, its only adornment is the 
sweet grain and color of the wood— but oh, is it a smart 
chair! Is it a superlatively comfortable chair for any 
woman with needle in hand! Her descendants say that the 
planner was a little woman but the chair will fit any size 
less than Amazonic or circus-fat. It’s a most complacent 
chair. It’s a self-satisfied chair. Its mien tells the world 
its virtues and its sitting quality backs up its vaunts. If 
you're not a complete stodge you'll find yourself speak- 
ing to it and hearkening to its snappy silent replies. 
I have sometimes thought of asking the present own- 
er if I might have it copied, but I know it wouldn't, it 
couldn't, be the same. A character chair like that cannot 
be reproduced. 


Id clocks are furniture items with extraordinary 
range of expression. Monitors of time, they 
feel the responsibility of their mission; they 

will tick you a call for haste—and a call not to hasten too 
fast—they will remind and reproach, they will tick re- 
liable companionship in loneliness, they will peal an extra- 
loud strike to speed a tiresome guest.

A HOUSE THAT RUNS ITSELF 


This house on Miami’s Biscayne Bay is planned 


for home living instead of housekeeping 


Americans are learning what their ancestors knew: a house can 
give you the best years of your life. Not just any house, of 
course. A house today must have all the modern mechanical 
blessings technology has devised to cut household labor and 
to create leisure for living. It should have an ingenious floor 
plan, designed for the comfort of the family, for convenience 
and privacy. And it must be beautiful in itself, in relation to 
its environment and to those whose home it is to be. The 
General Electric Wonder House shown here, built for a young 
family on an arm reaching into Miami's Biscayne Bay, is one 
example. It has all the mechanical blessings, from a petal pink 
dishwasher to a heating and cooling system operated by elec- 
tricity. It has a floor plan that makes every inch of its 2,046 
square feet count for pleasant living. Its 100’ x 150’ plot, com- 
plete with a swimming pool economically built of concrete 
blocks, is landscaped for practicality as well as beauty. On the 
theory that grass looks greener when there isn’t too much to 
cut, the architect used four paved areas to break up the lawn, 


providing space for children’s play, sunning and car parking. 


RIEGER 


PLOT PLAN, left above, shows what ingenuity can do with a small 
(100’ x 150’) site. It provides for swimming, gardening. outdoor 
living, entertaining and even for seclusion. Features rarely found 


on a plot of this size include the pool and ample parking space. 


REAR OF HOUSE, left and right above, overlooking pool and Biscayne 
Bay, has window wall for view and screened porch for comfort. 
The round pool, because of the materials used and easy excavation, 


was relatively economical to construct. Pool is 28’ in diameter. 


PAVED ENTRANCE COURT, lower left, opposite, connects the house 
and carport, lower right, opposite, allows you and your guests 
to go from car to house in a rainstorm without getting wet. The 
translucent plastic roof is luminous, lets in sunshine in the day- 
time, is lighted at night. House & Garden’s Sky Blue, with white 
roof and trim, was chosen for the house as the coolest color com- 


bination, and an inviting one, in the year-round Florida sunshine.

FLOOR PLAN shows entrance to house through paved 
entry directly into living room. The main traffic lane 
from front door to terrace is paved in terrazzo which 
can be mopped quickly. The arrangement of rooms 
around entrance and central living area makes it easy 
to come in and out of doors without tracking through 
the house. Living-dining room, porch and master 
bedroom are linked in such a way that adults have 
the rear of the house to themselves, while children 


have the run of the play terrace and family room. 
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Here are some of the secrets behind 


the comfort and convenience of the wonder house 


VENTILATION SYSTEM lets cool prevailing east-west breezes flow through the house 
and roof structures as indicated on the diagram above. The air current comes in a 
louvered door on the porch side of the living room and goes out through glass jalou- 
sies (see left) beneath the fixed glass panels of the front entrance. Ventilation openings 
in the roof ends keep currents moving and prevent the accumulation of hot, dead air 


between ceilings and roof. In the warm climate good air flow cuts down use of the 


heat pump system for cooling. The light shelf shown on the diagram is a dropped 


plastic ceiling that carries fluorescent tubes; it floods the entrance hall with light. 
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TELEPHONE SYSTEM has two outside lines operating through single instru- 
ments in the master bedroom, family room and kitchen. In the kitchen, left, 
a push-button cuts in a microphone and loud-speaker, allows the housewife 
to chat while she works. The family room phone, right, is an automatic secre- 
tary when the family is away. It can relay a 30-second message to callers and 


record 30-second incoming messages to be played back when family returns. 


HEAT PUMP cools and warms house through air ducts, above, concealed in 
room partitions and ceilings. The five-ton pump unit, right, is housed in a 
cabinet, above right, just outside the kitchen door. To cool the house, the 
apparatus works like a refrigerator or window air-conditioner, taking heat 
from the house and pumping it outdoors. To warm the house, it extracts heat 
from outdoor air and pumps it into the house. (For a detailed description of 
the heat pump, turn to page 255.) The pump requires no water for cooling, 
no fire for heating, and produces no ash or soot. Powered by electricity, it 
operates automatically. With thermostat, above, set at desired temperature, 


the pump switches from heating to cooling and back to suit your comfort.

The Complete 
Chocolate Cook Book 


By ETHEL M. KEATING 


A choice collection of recipes for 
desserts, drinks, cakes, candies and cookies 
starring America’s favorite flavor 


Say “chocolate” and you are naming America’s favorite flavor, imported to the tune of six hun- 
dred million pounds a year. Chocolate is no modern or passing fancy. It was introduced to New Eng- 
land by the early settlers, a nostalgic reminder of London’s famous chocolate houses. The Elizabethans 
had taken their cue from the Spanish conquistadors who adapted Montezuma's bitter, spiced chocolatl 
to their taste by adding honey and vanilla. The Spanish, who considered chocolate an antidote to hypo- 
chondria and melancholy (maybe they were right), originated chocolate candy in 1622. To the sweet- 
toothed Viennese goes the honor of baking the first chocolate cake, now considered American by adop- 
tion. Chocolate has the added advantage of being as nutritious as it tastes. Derived like cocoa from 
the cacao bean, it is rich in proteins, carbohydrates, minerals and cocoa butter. The cocoa butter causes 
deterioration in high heats, so always store chocolate at temperatures below 75 degrees (cold storage has 
a slight graying effect but does not harm the quality). Unless water is added, cook chocolate over boil- 
ing water or carefully regulated heat to avoid scorching. In baking, use the specified oven tempera- 
ture; never overbake. Hot chocolate. on the other hand, is improved by long, slow cooking. Let it stand 
covered over boiling water for about 40 minutes, beat and serve foaming. Chocolate, as the Aztecs knew, 
Lastes better when beaten. They used molinillos, pots fitted with a paddle which was rotated until the 
chocolate frothed over. (Montezuma's gold molinillos are now collector's items.) You can buy a modern 


Mexican molinillo, or froth your chocolate with a wire whisk or beater, and enjoy the drink of kings. 


OPPOSITE: 
Sweet are the uses of chocolate, from light, frothy drinks to rich, creamy desserts 


Chocolate in any form, powdered or chunky. dark and bitter or milky and sweet, is a magical element in 
cooking. Combine it with eggs, butter, flour. the fragrant vanilla bean, rum or brandy and you can pro- 
duce luscious cakes and desserts. For a French-style breakfast, serve flaky croissants with a pot of hot chocolate 
whipped to delectable frothiness. (The antique wood-and-china beater opposite, spun like a swizzle stick, is 
an old-time European device for churning cream or chocolate. You can substitute a time-saving rotary beater.)

for 1956 are designated primarily as accent colors: 
Cerulean Blue, Tangerine, Hyacinth, Saffron, Lemon 
Peel, Bitter Green, Larkspur and Siamese Pink. They 
are effective on small pieces of furniture in a room that 
has white or pastel walls. Large, bulky pieces of furni- 
ture can be painted two colors to break up the appear- 
ance of massiveness. An accent color on the drawer fronts 
of a chest or the interior of a china cupboard gives 
bright contrast with the rest of the piece. 

Glazing is a technique that gives an exceptionally 
high gloss to a painted finish. The glazing liquid can be 
built up in many layers to give the background color a 
translucent look, or it can be applied and wiped off in 
streaks with a rag saturated with turpentine to brighten 
the finish. 

One of the most popular techniques in finishing a 
piece of painted furniture is called antiquing. This 
method makes a piece look older than it is. Real antique 
painted furniture once was itself new and shiny, of 
course, but dirt and grime working into the surface over 
the years have given it the mellow patina much admired 
today. The technique used to simulate this patina calls 
for a mixture of turpentine, varnish and burnt umber 
or, if the background color is light blue or green. a little

Here is a seven page guide to shrub selections 


with tips on how, when and where to plant and prune them 


he garden of every homeowner’s dreams, surging with changes of 

color from spring to fall, needs for its ultimate richness the beauty 

and permanence of flowering shrubs.

fruit trees (planted bare rooted) to bloom generously. 


f great garden value for beauty of flower, for fruit, economy of size, 
and cooling shade are the ornamental crabapples, or a pair of 
graceful Manchu cherry trees. At their peak they burst forth like 

a shower of popcorn, from white to pink to deep, unfading rose, according 
to variety. Branches are punctuated with yellow and red autumn fruits. 

The spiny-branched hawthorns can be trained in shrub form, and make 
excellent hedges, showy and easy to keep in bounds along a property line. 
As small lawn trees, they bear white, pink, or red flowers and then produce 
scarlet, apple-like fruits. Some of the fruits are edible, and juicy enough for 
jellies. Leaves turn brilliant red or orange in cool weather, and, after 
shedding, the hawthorn has the gnarled, picturesque look of a shrub on a 
Yorkshire moor. (One species, Crataegus oxyacantha, actually is the May 
plant of English literature for which our ship “Mayflower” was named.) 

White-flowered jetbead with its shiny black fall fruits and clean bright 
green foliage is a decorative prospect for any shrubbery border. The flowers 
are large, single, 4-petaled, and start to bloom in May. Jetbead has an arch- 
ing branch form, a growth spread up to 6 ft., and is tolerant of shady loca-

trast of clear blue fall fruit, Asiatic sweetleaf, Symplocos paniculata (also 
called “sapphire berry"), is a handsome shrub for specimen planting, espe- 
cially where you need one good-sized, decorative plant for accent. Clouds of 
fragrant white florets bloom along spreading branches in spring, followed 
by strong blue fruit tones in early autumn. The sweetleaf bark is a distinctive 
yellow bronze in winter. More than most shrubs, it needs to be watered thor- 
oughly and continually during prolonged dry spells to preserve the unusual 


color and character of its fruit and to keep the foliage in good condition. 


mong barberry varieties there are two outstanding choices: the de- 
ciduous Japanese species and wintergreen barberry (Berberis r: 
juliana). Foliage of the Japanese barberry takes on harvest hues; 
rose-pink berries change subtly from salmon to wine-red, and remain on 
thorny sprays until the following spring. This variety is too fine to grow only 
in hedges, where it is usually found. Try it in groups of three at the front of 
taller shrubs. The wintergreen or juliana species is outstandingly hardy. 
Golden yellow flowers appear in spring. Dark green, 3"-long leaves in a clus- 
ter of six to a stem are borne on tall, light-colored branches. In autumn the 
plant is filled with sprays of silvery blue berries.

Its lustrous, pleated leaves 
and large white flower clusters make it a conversation piece; of equal beauty, 
its bold red fruits turn to a blue-black on reddish stems. Other handsome 
flowering viburnums which also have fine berries are the wide-spreading, 
scarlet-fruited double-file viburnum (V. tomentosum), the 10-ft. linden (V. 
dilatatum) with pleated foliage and conspicuous fall color. Highbush cran- 
berry (V. trilobum) has interesting foliage like maple leaves; it turns orange 
and crimson before frost. Its scarlet fruits make good jelly. For brilliant 
orange berries the tea viburnum (V. setigerum) is unique. It has upright 
branches, long pointed leaves, and reaches 12 ft. For trusses of smoky, 
pinkish-white flowers and red to black berries, the leather-leaf viburnum (V. 
rhytidophyllum) has few equals. It is the only evergreen viburnum that will 
survive outdoors in the north, but it should have shelter from winter wind 
and sun to keep its rough, shining leaves at their best. Like other evergreens, 
this one should be bought and planted with a ball of earth intact around its 
roots. Deciduous species may be planted with bare roots after their leaves 
have dropped in autumn or before growth starts in spring. Plant them in 
holes dug a foot wider than the root spread and an inch deeper than the 


earth ball, with good loam packed firmly around the roots. Water them well.

Good pruning will give you 
better flowers and fruit 


nowing when and how to prune is the secret of having trees and 
shrubs that will produce more effective flowers, more abundant fruit 
and greater all-year beauty. Shrubs are growing things, and nature, 
unchecked, often will destroy the form that caught your eye. 
Pruning is the answer. There are right ways and wrong ways; to have to 
learn by trial and error alone is a discouraging process. Here are tips to 
keep the beginner from making exasperating mistakes: 
1. To regulate the shape and size of trees or shrubs shorten branches above 
a bud or small side branch, or thin out the main branches. Do this kind of 
pruning in moderation each year rather than drastically at infrequent 
intervals. 
2. To develop a sturdy framework of well spaced branches pruning should 
be started when the trees are making their first year or two of growth. 
This makes it unnecessary to take out large old branches later. Remove 
any suckers, weak stems or frail branches. 
3. Many shrubs and trees fail to flower and fruit well on old wood. To 
keep them continually productive, cut the oldest growth back to a main 
branch (or to the ground in the case of shrubs) after fruiting is over; this 
promotes development of new shoots. 
4. Cutting back dead, diseased or broken wood to a good side branch or 
the ground helps to keep plants healthy and trouble-free. Criss-crossing or 
rubbing of limbs should be eliminated. 
5. Time of pruning can be the key to success or failure. Spring blooming 
shrubs and trees generally bear flowers on wood that has matured in the pre- 
vious year. Pruning them while they flower or immediately afterward will 
allow a maximum of time for developing new flower wood for the next year. 
Summer or fall blooming plants flower on new wood formed the same year. 
Prune them between late autumn and early spring, before new growth starts.

REFINISHING ANTIQUES 


f you have a suitable place to work, are equipped with a few necessary tools, 


some easily obtained materials, and a normal supply of patience, you can 


refinish your own antiques. The first step in refinishing an antique piece of 


furniture is, of course, to remove the old finish. There are two methods of removing 


an old finish: by scraping or by the use of paint-and-varnish remover. The 


latter is by far the commoner method. Scraping is sometimes resorted to when 


enamel has been thickly applied or in cases where the 


varnish remover would 


carry an objectionable color into the wood. 


To remove an old finish with paint- 
and-varnish remover, apply remover 
with a brush to one section of the piece 
at a time and wait until the finish has 
sufficiently to be removed 


easily with a putty knife or by wiping 


| with an old rag. Sometimes, if the old 
| finish is 


enamel or varnish thickly 
applied. repeated applications of the 
remover may be necessary before the 


wood is reached. Old finishing mate- 
rial can be worked out of carvings 
with a toothbrush or a similar brush 
with stiff bristles. 


When the old finish has been re- 
moved as completely as possible, wipe 


the surfaces that have been thus 


cleaned with a cloth saturated with 
either alcohol or turpentine. This will

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remove the last vestiges of the old 
finish and rid the piece of wax con- 
tained in the remover. After this op- 
eration, allow the piece to dry thor- 
oughly before proceeding further. 


Most pieces will need compara- 
tively little attention after the removal 
of the old finish. If, however, there is 
any repair work to be done, such as 
gluing, sanding out stains, filling in 
nicked or dented places, it should be 
done before a finish is applied. To 
wait to do repair work until after the 
finish or part of it has been applied 
is to invite disaster. 


Small damaged places can usually 
be filled in satisfactorily with appro- 
priately colored plastic wood or with 
colored stick shellac, which can be 
purchased at hardware and paint 
stores or from hobby supply houses. 
Plastic wood is merely applied, al- 
lowed to harden, and sandpapered to 
desired shape. Stick shellac (it comes 
in sticks about "&" by 56” by 6") must 
be melted over an alcohol flame and 
poured or pressed with a knife into 
the nicked or dented wood. A little 
experimenting will show how shellac 
acts and how it must be molded to 
obtain good results. Experience will 
enable you to repair defects, includ- 
ing missing bits of veneer, easily and 
quickly. A medium-size oil can with 
the spout cut off and fitted with a 
wick will serve very well as an alcohol 
lamp. An old spoon can be used to 
melt and pour the shellac into larger 
dents. Melt small pieces on a spatula 
or old table knife for pressing into 
smaller defects. After filling, scrape 
or sand away the excess. It is well 
to remember when repairing defects 
to match color with the finished sur- 
face. 


Tops are frequently stained and in 
need of sanding before finishing. Un- 
less the top is very small or of soft 
wood, it will be to your advantage to 
rent or borrow a small portable sander 
of the belt type. Do not use a disc 
sander. This type of sander will put 
into hard woods (walnut. cherry, ma- 
ple, etc.) cross-grain scratches which 
are exceedingly hard to remove, If the 
top is a small one you can sand it by 
hand, but the process is slow and 
laborious. Start with relatively coarse 
garnet paper wrapped around a block 
or tacked on it and use successively 
finer grades (down to 2/0) of the 
paper until the surface is smooth and 
free from stain-marks. (There may be 
rare instances in which stains cannot 
be completely removed.) Move the 
block back and forth over the surface, 
with the grain of the wood. Sand the 
entire surface evenly; do not concen- 
trate on spots. Spot sanding will re- 
sult in an uneven surface when the 
finish is applied. 


Next you may wish to apply filler 
or stain. Stain is seldom necessary if 
filler is used; filler imparts color to 
the wood, Paste wood filler in several 
colors for use on open-grain woods 
can be procured from the larger paint 
stores. It should be applied accord- 
ing to directions on the container. 


Special colors can be obtained by mix- 
ing fillers themselves, by adding oil 
colors to one filler, or by mixing fillers 
and then adding oil color. 


Stains, too, can be bought ready- 
made from larger paint stores. The 
penetrating stains and oils are easiest 
for the amateur refinisher. Special 
colors in stains can be prepared by 
dissolving oil colors in turpentine. 
Apply with a lint-free cloth to more 
accessible surfaces, using a small 
camel's-hair brush for less accessible 
places. Allow plenty of drying time for 
stains made with turpentine. 


There are several good finishes 
that beginners can apply. Directions 
for two methods of finishing antiques 
follow. Both have the advantage of 
being easily removed if you be- 
come dissatisfied with them or want 
to experiment with another type of 


finish. 


SHELLAC AND WAX FINISH 


Dilute a good grade of white shellac 
with an equal amount of alcohol. 
Apply with a brush as evenly as pos- 
sible. Allow to dry thoroughly. Rub 
down lightly with 00 steel wool, Build 
up the finish to the stage you desire 
by repeating this process. Then apply 
furniture wax and allow it twelve hours 
to harden. Polish briskly with a soft 
cloth. The wax may be renewed at 
intervals as desired. 


SHELLAC AND VARNISH FINISH 


Dilute good white shellac half-and- 
half with alcohol. Brush on one coat 
as evenly as possible. Allow to dry 
thoroughly, then rub down lightly with 
00 steel wool. Apply two or three 
coats of flat varnish, sanding lightly 
with 4/0 finishing paper between 
coats. Cut the finishing paper into 
pieces of convenient size, hold pieces 
so they rest lightly under the finger- 
tips, and sand with the grain of the 
wood. Do not sand the final coat, 
which should be very carefully applied, 


SOME DON'T's FOR FURNITURE 
REFINISHERS 


Don’t gouge into the wood with the 
putty knife or any other instrument 
you may use to remoye the old finish. 


Don't work with varnish remover for 
too long periods or in a poorly venti- 
lated room. Some of the removers con- 
tain poisonous volatile solvents. Stop 
at once if you develop a headache. 
Don't forget to wear rubber gloves. 


Don't attempt to mold heated stick 
shellac by hand. You may get burned. 


Don't attempt to sand veneered sur- 
faces. Check any surface you suspect 
of being veneered by examining the 
end-grain of the piece carefully. Fancy 
figures in wood are frequently indica- 
tive of veneering. 


Don't work varnish too long. Remem- 
ber that it is setting while you are 
brushing it. Continued brushing leaves 
unsightly brush marks.

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polished black Egyptian falcon from 
the Louvre has the cold smoothness of 
basalt, The Sumerian bronzes are satis- 
factorily heavy to the hand. The Gothic 
ivories from the Walters Art Gallery 
have the soapy feel of this material. 


Among the most interesting parts 
of the collection is the pre-Columbian 
gold group. Cast in heavy alloy, these 
fantastic little objects are gold-plated, 
then treated to a patina which gives 
them the soft, brilliant look of the 
original metal. A few outstanding mod- 
ern jewelers use a similar process to 
give this old-but-new, raw-gold look to 
their creations. But you would hardly 
expect to find it duplicated in pieces 
that cost $2.50 and $3. These orna- 
ments are mounted in two different 
ways: for a woman, as pins or ear- 
rings: for a man or child, as specimens 
on small hardwood stands. To make a 
collection of them would be a fine 
hobby, opening up the fascinating 
world of archaeology with its riddles of 
sources and migrations of peoples. For, 
especially if you are young, an object 
seen every day can become part of the 
mental or cultural baggage that will 
accompany you throughout your life. 
In the past, engravings were the only 
inexpensive and widely-diffused form 
of art that could bring culture into the 
home. As a result, many people had 
their early tastes formed by Landseer's 
Stag at Bay or S. Arlent Edwards’ 
mezzotints. Today's child is far more 
fortunate. With over 125 objects avail- 
able, it is difficult to give an idea of the 
collection as a whole. For an important 
free-standing position in a contem- 
porary room you would probably be 
torn between the black basalt falcon 
Horus from the Louvre (810) ; or the 
magnificently sleek and spirited Greek 
bronze horse from the Metropolitan 
($50); or the Lehmbruck Kneeling 
Woman (one of the few reductions of 
a large figure) which is the most pop- 
шат sculpture of the Museum of Mod- 
ern Art ($50). For pure design hung 
on a wall you might choose an African 
horned mask from the Museum of 
Natural History ($15.50) or a graceful 
Chinese Apsara, a flying musician of 
the Wei Period ($22.50). Classicists 
would love the exquisite little Aphro- 
dite from the Louvre ($20) or one of 
several Greek marble heads ($6.75). 
Paper weights and desk ornaments are 
various and also inexpensive. They 
range from a Mesopotamian mountain 
deity ($16.50) to a fantastically-in- 
cised, beautifully-patined Chinese ani- 
mal ($12.50). For gardens or as a door- 
stop, there is a pre-Columbian jaguar 
metate of rough voleanic stone ($12.50) 
and a similar “spirit stool” ($22.50) 
which would make a stunning stand for 
plants. Where vases or jars have been 
reproduced, the Alva Studios, who orig- 
inated the process, have thoughtfully 
included a plastic liner so that they 
can be used as well as looked at. This 
practical approach emphasizes the real 
value of the collection. Down from 
its pedestal, sculpture is in the com- 
pany of Everyman’s literary classics 
and the great symphonies in your rec- 
ord collection. 
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thinned with turpentine and varnish 
and darkened with lampblack. The 
mixture is brushed on so that it fills 
the crevices and indentations in the 
wood, The excess on the flat surfaces 
is removed with cheesecloth. 


Another way of “ageing” a paint- 
ed finish (a piece painted dead white, 
for instance) is to apply wax with 
pigment, such as Van Dyck brown or 
burnt umber, added. Since wax is a soft 
finish, as compared to a clear lacquer 
finish, it is not impervious to spilled 
cocktails. 


A subtle two-tone effect on a paint- 
ed accent piece can be achieved in three 
ways. After several coats of white lac- 
quer, each sanded smooth, have been 
applied, a final coat of clear lacquer, 
with pigment added, is sprayed on for 
a mottled look. The same effect can be 
created with brush and oil glaze, with 
pigment added, but the technique is 
more difficult. A third technique, called 
French polishing, requires more skill. 
It consists of applying several thin coats 
of shellac with pigment added, blending 
in each coat with a cotton pad. 


The bit of glitter so popular in 
decoration today can be supplied with 
gold leaf applied as trim on a painted 
accent piece (a small chest, console 
table or mirror, for example). True 
gold leaf, which is hammered-out 23 
carat gold, comes packaged like a book 
of stamps between layers of tissue pa- 
per. It is applied to a sized surface with 
a dry brush since it crumbles into 
nothing at the touch of a hand. 


ORIGINAL DECORATIVE EFFECTS: With the 
renewed interest in painted furniture, 
decorative patterns are coming into 
their own again. Over the years, heral- 
medallions, floral 
wreaths, urns, silhouettes of figures, 
birds, animals and even musical instru- 
ments have all been used on furniture. 
In America today, Pennsylvania Dutch 
motifs are increasing in popularity for 
furniture ornamentation. Also of dec- 
orating interest are the rich colorings 
and patterns of marble, malachite, 
lapis, tortoiseshell and other stones. 
They can be simulated with paint.

HOW TO DO IT: This is the method for 
simulating stone textures and patterns 
used by the Van Eyck Studios, which 
have been finishing, refinishing and re- 
storing furniture for decorators and 
architects for 30 years. The only tools 
you need are brushes, sponge, cheese- 
cloth and a sheet of newspaper. 


Begin by painting the piece with 
hard white lacquer. Various shades of 
paint are then applied and worked out 
in marble or strié patterns. The white 
underlay gives depth and realism to 
the finished piece. You can sponge on 
color for a cloudy effect, shading with 
a rag and drawing fine lines with an 
artist’s brush to represent veining. 
You can create other effects by dabbing 
with a crumpled piece of newspaper, 
a ball of cheesecloth, or by spattering 
with a brush and a stick of wood (see 
page 223 for method). There is no end 
to the fascinating patterns you can cre- 
ate with paint. 
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These are the methods of decorating 


a piece of furniture with paint 


WITH A SPONGE, YOU CAN 
WORK OUT CLOUDY MARKINGS 


quer. This is the “canvas” on which 
you create the pattern. The next 
color should be the dominant color 
in the background. Thin the paint 
with turpentine and apply it with 


a sponge, pressing lightly over-all. 


WITH NEWSPAPER, YOU CAN 
SIMULATE GRAINING 


Take a piece of newspaper and 
crumple it. Then smooth it out and 
lay it down on top of the wet 
spongework, patting gently with 
the palm of your hand to trans- 


fer the wrinkled surface pattern. 


WITH AN ARTIST’S BRUSH, YOU 
CAN DRAW IN VEINING 


Use a dry brush to copy the wave- 
like markings of marble in the wet 
paint. You can use any size brush, 
different sizes if you like. If you 
have an actual piece of marble as 


a pattern, it is easier to get a real- 


istic effect in the tracery in point.

WITH A WIDE PAINT BRUSH,

Take a wide (215") paint brush 
and brush it lightly in short 
strokes across the lines of veining 
to soften the effect.

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MANN AND MAUGHAM 
Some reflections on the novel and the Nobel Prize 


Confessions of Felix Krull, Confidence Man. The Early Years (Alfred А. 
Knopf, $4.50) is the final work from the pen of Thomas Mann, who, at his death 
on August 12, was accepted generally as the world’s greatest man of letters. 
Mann enlarged the book to its present size from a fragment published in 1921, 
and he had planned a second yolume. It is difficult to understand why. A 
picaresque tale of a hotel waiter who makes his climb in the world by way of 
the bedroom and thievery, it exhibits all the worst faults that, in this reader's 
thinking, have marred Mann’s work since the impressive Buddenbrooks of 1901 
and his haunting Death in Venice. It is ponderous (the title is a fair sample) ; it 
is ungainly in its embarrassing attempts at humor; it is interspersed with 
windy philosophic ruminations of no consequence in themselves and improb- 
able in a man like Felix. It contains one bedroom episode so tasteless that even 


the present American purveyors of best-sellers would be hard put to match it. 


Because of the eminence of its 
author and the seriousness with which 
this trivial book is being taken, Felix 
sets one to thinking of the sorry estate 
to which literature has fallen in the 
last decade or so. It is symbolized in 
two writers of about Mann’s age. One, 
Norman Douglas, died several years ago 
in shocking poverty and neglect. The 
other, William Somerset Maugham, 
lives in enviable prosperity but suffers 
shocking neglect from the Nobel Prize 
Committee, which long since placed its 
laurel upon Mann's brow (and upon 
lesser brows than his). 

Douglas wrote one of the great 
travel books, Old Calabria, and a su- 
premely civilized novel, South Wind, 
which had a major influence in the 
1920's, the last epoch that understood 
style—style in writing, style in think- 
ing, style in living. He gave witty and 
learned voice to a doctrine 
that, if heeded, would have prevented 
Hitlerism and Stalinism: The man 
who reform you today for 
he said, will try to kill 
on the same fraudu- 
Nothing that has hap- 
past thirty years has 
upset Douglas’ thesis, and no writer 
has brought greater the 
printed page. But Douglas died alone 
in rags, and today he is almost for- 
gotten. 

Maugham, the other hand, 
holds a huge audience, but this suc- 
cess represents a literary paradox 
unique since the of Anthony 
Trollope. The critics, who presumably 
should be capable of recognizing his 
great gifts, all but ignore him; the 
crowd, which might conceivably be re- 
pelled by his urbanity, reads him. It 
is an unwholesome situation. It 
time, for the good of all letters, that 
suitable regard should crown his 
accomplishments. Consider the magni- 
tude of them. With one of his earliest 
hooks, Liza of Lambeth, he opened a 
breach in the wall of Victorian prud- 
ery.

Maugham created a masterpiece of lit- 
erary construction that will bear com- 
parison with anything in the English 
language. The book also deflated the 
pretensions of Hugh Walpole, a suc- 
cessful hack with many counterparts 
on today’s American scene, and ruined 
Walpole's life, but this, though fascin- 


ating, was incidental to the book's 
real value.

Maugham has no peer today, and 
probably has had none for twenty 


years, His essays on Arnold Bennett 
and Henry James certainly placed him 
in the front rank of literary criticism. 
Though most of his plays are out of 
date now, Our Betters ornaments the 
tradition of English 
room comedy and always will.

TV's Omnibus, in its fourth year of compeers, 


substantives and a rabbit 


he peculiarly dichotomous language with which Omnibus, a ninety 


minute television program put together by the TV-Radio Workshop 


of the Ford Foundation, addresses itself to the public is probably best 


expressed in two entirely unrelated remarks made not long ago by Robert 


Saudek. а small man of neutral appearance, who is the director of the 


Workshop and the producer of Omnibus. In recounting how, upon a summer 


afternoon, he decided to depart a vice presidency of the American Broad- 


casting Company to go with the Foundation, Saudek employed an unaf- 


fected selection of American bromides, “You close your eyes, swallow hard 


and say ‘Yes’ or ‘No.’ ” 


Later, in discussing the choice of Alistair Cooke 


to be the program’s master of ceremonies, he observed that the problem had 


been to “avoid ancillary persons and find someone who would be substantive, 


a sort of compeer.” Without perceptible grinding of gears, Saudek had 


mounted, as Omnibus itself does, from simple, if engaging, bromide, to 


involved, even experimental, concept. (This verbal mounting occurred in a 


lounge of the Harvard Club—Saudek, a rising 45, is an arts graduate of 


Harvard—where he was surrounded by both the ancillary and the substantive, 


to say nothing of an occasional compeer who nodded amiably in passing.) 


When the Workshop was created 
ip 1951. its announced purpose, large, 
roble and implemented by a felicitous 
grant of $1,200,000, was “to conserve 
and increase knowledge and enrich our 
culture . . . through the more effective 
use of mass media . . . for better utiliza- 
tion of leisure time for all age groups." 
Omnibus, its principal product, began 
its fourth season last month having 
won over a dozen awards, some of them 
of genuine importance and not all of 
them merely for rectitude. A 
many of Omnibus’ ideas have heen 
generously adapted by the TV industry, 
which aims more at the pleasuring of 
millions for profit than at the enrich- 
ment of culture. (As a commercial ven- 
ture, though, the program, which costs 
about $65,000 a week to produce, or 
roughly a third or less than other shows 
of equal length and comparable ambi- 
tions, represents a sort of triumph for 
art. While it is not permitted, by the 
laws governing foundations, to show a 
profit, it recouped 75 per cent of its 
expenses during its first season, 80 per 
cent during its second, and all of them 
in its third.) 

Aside from its intellectual at- 
tainments, which are considerable for 
television, although sometimes jejune, 
Om^ibus has other achievements to its 
credit. It has flaked the paint off several 
jujus whose magic, having paralyzed 
radio for more than thirty years, also 
induced compulsive ties in television. 
The first of these was the mystic belief 
that a program must be fifteen, thirty 
or sixty minutes in length. The second 
was that it must have a single subject ; 
and the third was that the same subject 
must be dwelt upon in series of thirteen,

twenty-six or thirty-nine weeks’ dura- 
tion. As Saudek puts it, “Nothing could 
be considered unless it could be re- 
duced to five or six bins in one of 
which it could be stowed—audience 


participation, say, drama, varietv, news, 
comedy." 

Omnibus was, with the exception 
of a ninety-minute presentation called 
Your Show of Shows, the first integrat- 
ed hour and a half show on television. 
In the course of a single program, it 
talked, quite literally, about everything 
under the sun, in fine disregard of bins. 
Omnibus might demonstrate something 
for as little as thirty seconds or eight 
minutes, or as long as an hour and a 
half, or for as many programs as four. 

"These were all tools,” Saudek 
went on to say with a becoming mix- 
ture of diffidence and dismissal. “This 
program had to be a proof that tele- 
vision is a carrier of anything the print- 
ing press is, that it can go anywhere 
and reflect anything. What we were 
setting out to do was to build a series 
of programs based on ideas. We hoped 
it would be true," he added, at once 
bespeaking a Harvard background in 
the humanities and three years of law 
school, "that ideas are more viable 
than performances. А star, when he 
adds lustre to an idea is important; if 
he is merely a crutch to hold up a 
feature, why, that wouldn't be some- 
thing we would want to do. So, the 
question was, "What's the corpus? 
Who's going to put the suit on? And 
what are vou going to fill it with?' " 

The gestation period of Saudek's 
corpus was roughly three months 
longer than that of a man, beginning 
on Sept. 6, 1951. when he became the 
director of TV-Radio Workshop, and 
ending on Nov. 9, 1952, when Omnibus 
went on the air for the first time. It 
had two short-lived predecessors. Sau- 
dek, who is possessed of a kind of 
organized restlessness, and who further- 
more had been ABC's director of pub- 
lic affairs (he won a Peabody award 
for a series of adroitly edited read-

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ings from John Hersey's Hiroshima; 
he has since won three others, one 
of them for Omnibus and another— 
with two ABC associates—for that 
network’s refusal to discharge a num- 
ber of employes who had been at- 
tacked in Red Channels), commis- 
sioned the filming of the United Na- 
tions General Assembly in Paris, which 
he presented for a half hour weekly 
under the title Assembly VI. This was 
accounted worthy but dull. He then 
put on a program called The People 
Act, which had to do with community 
behavior, and was originally a Twen- 
tieth Century Fund project. 

Neither of these filled the corpus’ 
suit. By December, Saudek had not 
quite made up his mind to sink the 
Ford Foundation’s remaining million 
dollars or so into three different half- 
hour series of thirteen weeks each. He 
was gloomily aware that they would 
be competing with about 500 un- 
abashedly commercial half-hour pro- 
grams and that they would probably 
have a hard time muscling into a mass 
medium whose prime concession to 
social welfare was the giveaway show, 
and to culture the quiz show. One 
night, however, he chanced to attend 
a dinner of the New York Zoological 
Society and was made privy to a brief, 
blinding revelation. It was a film en- 
titled The Jack Rabbit. It ran for 
thirty seconds and showed the ani- 
mal, in slow motion, running across a 
field. “It was a remarkable film," 
Saudek said. "It was a virtuosity of 
camera work. But where would you 
put that in television? Some of the best 
things in the world are one-of-a-kind 
things. There's only one Heifetz. I 
thought, television should have a place 
where this could be important. The 
whole idea of time worries you when 
you see a film like that. I gave myself 
twenty-four hours to think about it, to 
test it against my judgment. I dis- 
cussed it with Young (James Web 
Young, an advertising consultant, form- 
er head of the Department of Com- 
merce's Bureau of Foreign and Domes- 
tic Commerce is the man who advised 
the Ford Foundation to set up a TV- 
Radio Workshop and hire Saudek to 
run it). He suggested we go for broke, 
use all the money we had left and 
shoot it on a ninety-minute program." 

He then began to solicit ideas 
from network program directors, the 
staffs of talent agencies, talented friends 
and outsiders whose interest was in- 
tense but now and then unbuttoned. 
One of these last suggested in a let- 
ter that he had heard there was a 
plot afoot to ship huge quantities of 
coal to the North Pole with the inten- 
tion of melting the polar ice cap; he 
wanted the Workshop—the title Om- 
nibus had not as yet been thought up— 
to film that. On the other hand, the dis- 
tinguished Beethoven segment done by 
Leonard Bernstein also came in un- 
solicited from an outsider, in this case 
a music scholar. “James Mason wanted 
to go on the show reading the Napoleon- 
Josephine letters,’ Saudek recalled. 
“That was unsolicited and out of that 
came the Benedict Arnold piece—with 
the Arnold, André and Washington let- 
ters—and out of that grew the series

on the Adams family, four programs, 
One thing led to another." 

The program got its name with the 
same inadvertence that it had acquired 
its format. Saudek and one of his staff 
directors, Franklin Heller, who has 
since returned to the Columbia Broad- 
casting System, were talking with 
William Faulkner at the offices of his 
publisher, Random House, on the pos- 
sibility of making a film of him in 
Oxford, Miss, his home. Trying to 
explain to Faulkner just what the 
Workshop was up to, Heller said, 
"Why, it'll contain all kinds of things. 
I'll be kind of an omnibus of ideas.” 
For Saudek this was another jack 
rabbit. He said later to Heller, “We 
may not get Faulkner, but we got a 
title out of it." As it turned out, he 
got both Faulkner and title. 

Omnibus went on the air with a 
program of, for the time, remarkable 
catholicity. It included a divertissement 
from The Mikado with Martyn Green; 
an eight-minute film, Witch Doctor, 
which depioted a Haitian voodoo dance; 
Maxwell Anderson's The Trial of Anne 
Boleyn, which ran for thirty-five min- 
utes; The Jack Rabbit, Saudek’s thirty- 
second inspiration; the first moving X- 
ray films on television (they showed a 
girl swallowing a soft drink) ; and a 
playlet The Bad Man, by William 
Saroyan. It had one sponsor; within a 
month, it had acquired four more. Since 
then, it has offered such disparate items 
as E-MC?, the first showing of an atom 
smasher in action; the intricacies of 
swordsmanship; the retirement of a 
champion horse to blue grass; the pro- 
fession of bell-ringing; and the tele- 
vision premiére of Chicken Little, an 
operetta by Alec Wilder based on the 
classic children’s story. 

It has presented drama, old, new 
and experimental; music and dance; 
science, the arts, aspects of contem- 
porary life; individual 
from Frank Lloyd Wright to the late 
Dylan Thomas and Hermione Gingold,

history. It has been freely credited with 
the furtherance of such programs as | 


Adventure, Wide Wide World, The 
Search, Medic, and the Maurice Evans 
presentations of Shakespeare. (Omni- 
bus was the first program to do Shake- 
speare at any freat length on tele- 
vision; it showed King Lear with Orson 
Welles, which appears to have been an

losing its first fine flush of experimenta- 
tion and of pandering to ratings, just 
like any other program. Saudek's an- 
swer to the first manifestation was that 


he was delighted. *As the field moves | 


ahead,” he said, without sententious- 
ness, "it presents a challenge to us. We 
want what we've done to get in general 
currency." As to the second, he said, “I 
wasn't born to be a defender, or 
I wasn't brought up to be. You fill the 
time to the best of your ability. Per- 
fection is unattainable and you stand 
or fall by what you put on. I’m not too 
worried about the future of Omnibus. 
As long as we're dealing with ideas, 
there's no end to ideas under the sun."

HOUSE & GARDEN 
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HOW TO KEEP YOUR 
HOUSE WARM IN WINTER 


Б winter comes, most of us make certain that our heating systems 


are in good working order. We check the oil burner, clean out sooty 


smokestacks, test dampers and draft controls and order in a supply of fuel. 


But no heating system can do its proper job if the roof leaks, if eracks 


around door and window frames or openings under entrance doors invite 


cold wintry blasts to enter. The best time to repair these faults is while 


the weather lets you work outside in comfort. The job becomes much harder 


when snow and sleet begin to fall. Don’t put off this essential work. Resolve 


that your house will be completely weathertight this winter. You will gain 


a more healthful, comfortable home, and your heating system will be able 


to work more efficiently on less fuel. Stopping heat loss saves you dollars. 


HOW TO CHECK FOR ROOF LEAKS 


If your house is old, without roof 
sheathing under the shingles, leaks can 
be located from inside the attic. The 
best time to look is during or immedi- 
ately after a rain storm. If there are 
wet spots, or if daylight can be seen 
through the roof, stick small lengths 
of wire through the cracks to mark 
them. When repairs are made, the 
wires will be easy to find. Look also 
for cracks around chimneys, vent pipes 
or skylight openings and fill them 
with roofing cement or calking com- 
pounds. If your house is a more mod- 


|егп one with roof sheathing, leaky 
| spots will have to be found on the out- 
| side. Often split shingles and loose 
| flashing will give you the clues, but 
| опсе on the roof take your time and 


inspect every square inch. 


Asphalt shingles that are loosened by 
the wind can be fixed in place again 
by lifting flap and applying roofing 
cement under the shingle. If the 
shingle is badly damaged, cut it out 
with a sharp knife. Countersink old 
nails into the roof and insert a new 
shingle of the same size and color. 
Nail the new shingle into place with 
large-head roofing nails; cover nail- 
heads with roofing cement. 


Split wood shingles If a split shingle 
is causing roof trouble, insert a piece 
of roofing felt or single-ply tar paper 
under the shingle. Use a piece wider 
than the shingle and place the ends 
under the adjoining shingles. Be care- 
ful in lifting the shingle; avoid further 
damage. When the felt or paper is in 


place, secure it to the roof with a dab 
of roofing cement. A piece of copper or 
zine placed under the shingle is an- 
other remedy. Cut the metal so it pro- 
jects a few inches beyond the shingle. 
If the shingle is tight, the metal should 
stay in place. If not, nail the inserted 
piece with a couple of copper or gal- 
vanized nails near the top of the ex- 
posed part of the shingle. Badly dam- 
aged shingles should be removed. In 
order to take one out, split it in sev- 
eral places. Slip a fine-toothed hack 
saw with an 18” or 20” blade into the 
space formerly occupied by the shingle 
and saw off the nails. Now push a new 
shingle, exactly the same size and 
shape as the old, into place and nail 
securely with copper or galvanized iron 
nails, driving nails through the shingle 
directly above the new one. 


Built-up roofs made of layers of felt 
and asphalt with a gravel topping are 
used on flat and low-pitch roofs. To 
repair a crack on this type of roof, 
clean away all loose gravel, and work 
fibered roofing cement into the tear, 
spreading it between the layers of felt. 
Then apply two coats of asphalt roof- 
ing cement and two layers of asphalted 
felt over the crack and an area extend- 
ing 12” beyond it on all sides. Replace 
gravel topping immediately after final 
coating of asphalt. A dried-out asphalt 
roof can be revitalized with a brush 
or spray coating of liquid asphalt. 
The second coat should be applied 
about two weeks after the first. 


WEATHERSTRIPPING 


Weatherstripping around windows and 
doors keeps out cold air and prevents

stripping. ЇЇ your windows are not 
weatherstripped, there are many types 
of plastic, metal, and metal and felt 
weatherstripping that can be nailed to 
sill and. jambs of the window to keep 
out cold air. Keeping windows locked 
increases the sealing efficiency of the 
weatherstripping. Do not paint weath- 
erstripping or windows will stick. 

'There are weatherstripping kits 
containing all the necessary materials 
for sealing doors of almost any size. 
Stripping is fitted on the door frame 
at top, bottom, and latch An- 
other piece can be attached to the bot- 
tom edge of the door to interlock with 
a metal strip installed on door sill.

CALKING CRACKS 
Calking is a simple and effective way 
to fill cracks and narrow openings in 
the exterior of your house. Calking com- 
pound is extremely elastic; it stretches 
and contracts with the house materials, 
providing a continuous seal against the 
elements. Before using it, make sure 
that surfaces are clean and dry, free 
of dust, grease, loose mortar or paint 
scales. Calking compound sold in a 
cartridge or can is applied with a calk- 
ing gun. Calking is also made in roll 
form. You can peel it off like a cord 
and apply it by hand to crevice or 
crack. Calking compound can be col- 
ored to match surrounding materials 
by kneading it with concentrated dry 
pigment or oil color. Look for cracks 
and air leaks around window and door 
frames and sills, loose joints in house 
siding where wall meets roof, and 
along the top of foundation walls. Signs 
of air leaks are dirt streaks, drafts, 
light showing and curtains moving. On 
the inside of your house, run your hand 
along baseboards, windows and door 
frames, and any openings in walls or 
floors that are exposed to cold air. If 
you feel a draft, look for cracks. Large

FLASHING 


Metal flashing protects roof openings 
around chimneys, vent pipes, skylights 
and at angles and edges of roofs. In- 
stalling flashing is difficult, and an 
improper job is often a source of leaks. 
Inspect all flashing for tight fit around 
roof openings. Fill any open spaces 
with fibered roof cement applied with 
a small trowel. Cover corroded nail- 
heads with it. Spread cement under 
loose roof edges around flashing. Test 
your job by turning the garden hose 
on flashing for 20 minutes. Then check 
underside of roof for leaks. 


MASONRY CRACKS 


Inspect your chimney for loose mor- 
tar cement joints that may let water 
and wind into the Repair 
crumbling joints by cleaning out all 
loose cement with a cold chisel. Mix

GENERAL ADVICE 


To complete your plans for winter 
comfort, don’t overlook these points: 


Storm doors and windows will 
cover the vulnerable openings in the 
house exterior Clean rubbish and 


leaves out of downspouts and gutters— 
they will cause water to back up under 
the roof shingles. When the fireplace is 
not in use, keep damper closed to stop 
warm air from flowing up the chimney. 
A fresh coat of paint will prevent mois- 


ture from penetrating house walls.

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HOW TO INSTALL 
FLOORING MATERIALS 


To get your mone$'s worth in flooring materials, select the right one for the right 


job. Use resilient flooring—linoleum, asphalt tile, vinyl tile, etc.—where under- 


foot comfort and.easy upkeep are needed. Use hard-surfaced flooring to resist out- 


door grit and dirt tracked in from entrance or terrace. And, above all, see that 


the installation is right. No matter how attractive a floor looks, a slovenly instal- 


lation job can turn it into a headache. Here is a guide to proper methods of instal- 


lation. The tips are especially important if you are a “do-it-yourself” enthusiast. 


RESILIENT FLOORINGS 


There are many rules for installing 
resilient flooring materials. First of all, 
the subflooring should be level since 
the resilient flooring will follow its con- 
tours; any unevenness is bound to show 
up. When resilient flooring is to be 
laid over old floors, it is often wise to 
put hardboard or 3%” plywood over 
the entire area. to make an even 
base. Building paper should then be 
attached to this subflooring, using an 
adhesive recommended for the fin- 
ished floor. When resilient floors are 
laid over concrete slabs, the slabs must 
be smooth and level, free of all dirt, 
dust and grease. New slabs should be 
thoroughly dry. On concrete at ground 
level, use a waterproof adhesive; with- 
out it any dampness in the slab will 
loosen the tiles. Use a heavy roller to 
smooth out the surface. 


Asphalt tile is a good, low cost mate- 
rial that comes in a variety of patterns 
and colors. It can be used at or below 
ground level and is resistant to 
moisture and alkali. If you lay it your- 
self, install a few square feet at a 
time, press it down into position and 
with a damp rag wipe off excess ad- 
hesive that has seeped through to the 
surface. 


Linoleum, available in roll form, is one 
of the most familiar of flooring mate- 
rials. For greater resiliency, building 
paper should be laid first over the 
underflooring with linoleum cement. 
Then the finish flooring is cemented 
down with the same adhesive. To get 
a smooth even surface, free of bubbles, 
use a heavy linoleum roller. Linoleum 
comes in three thicknesses: light, 
standard and heavy. For average home 
use, the standard is excellent. Do not 
use it on concrete slab without pro- 
tection from moisture. 


Vinyl plastic tiles and sheet flooring 
offer both comfort and beauty to any 
room. They are easy to lay. Special ad- 
hesives come with the material. This 
flooring requires the same underfloor 
preparation as other resilient floors 
and does not need waxing to preserve 
its surface. New improved vinyls now 
can be used on concrete slabs. The 
surface is resistant to grease, acids, 
dirt and ink. 


Rubber, one of the luxury flooring ma- 
terials, has good clear coloring and 
high resiliency. Many types can be 
used on or below ground level on a 
concrete slab if waterproof adhesive is 
used to prevent moisture from entering 


underside of flooring. It is quiet to walk 
on and resistant to grease and alkali. 
The installation method is the same as 
for other resilient floors. 


Cork is excellent where quiet is need- 
ed. It is, however, not generally recom- 
mended for heavy traffic or in base- 
ments where moisture may be present, 
Its surface should be protected by wax 
since it offers only fair resistance to 
oil and grease, Because of its insulat- 
ing qualities—cork is 50% air—it 
should not be used over a radiant- 
heated slab. Install with special cork 
adhesive. 


Leather tiles of cowhide are one of 
the newer resilient floorings. Pre- 
treated with a special protective coat- 
ing, they offer a tough surface, Lay 
with a linoleum paste and press into a 
level position as each tile is applied. 
Give this flooring two coats of paste 
wax twenty-four hours after installa- 
tion and keep it clean with mild soap 
and a damp cloth or mop. It should not 
be used overa radiant-heated floor slab. 


Hardwood floors can be used in any 
room except baths and kitchens. Lay 
over a smooth, even sub-floor to which 
a layer of building paper has been ap- 
plied. Wood floors are nailed into 
position, nailheads countersunk and 
filled with either putty or plastic wood. 
Sand to an even finish before apply- 
ing paint, shellac, varnish or wax. 
They can be laid over concrete slabs 
if 1" strips of wood spaced 2' apart, 
are first nailed to the slab. The under- 
flooring in this case may be %” ply- 
wood. Always use building felt 
between the sub-floor and finished 
floor. If there is moisture in the base- 
ment, choose some other type of re- 
silient flooring. Moisture may pene- 
trate the wood and cause rot. 


HARD SURFACE FLOORING 


Stone, clay tile, brick and other hard- 
surfaced floors are long lasting, easy 
to keep fresh and are handsome. 
Although clay tile and marble may be 
used with wood framing, other masonry 
floors should be laid over a concrete 
slab resting on the ground. The con- 
crete must be thoroughly dry, free 
of dust and dirt. Clay tile and marble 
can be used where there is wood fram- 
ing if the areas are small. The framing 
must be cut to accommodate a 114” 
cement bed for the hard flooring to 
rest on. This thin slab is supported 
underneath on a piece of waterproof 
plywood, nailed to framing members.

How the heat pump works 


The heat pump that both warms and 
cools the General Electric Wonder 
House at Miami is a logical develop- 
ment of a device familiar to virtually 
every American—the electric refrig- 
erator. On a grander scale, it does 
what the refrigerator does, pumping 
gas, which under pressure becomes 
liquid, through two coils of tubing. 
Compressing a gas makes it hot; allow- 
ing it to expand cools it. One tube, in 
which the pump compresses gas, be- 
comes hotter; the other, in which the 
gas is allowed to expand, becomes 
colder. The refrigerator’s inside cold 
coil, being colder than the food, takes 
heat from the food; the hot coil outside 
lets the heat dissipate in the kitchen. 


The heat pump really is an over- 
grown, automatically reversible win- 
dow air conditioner. The cold coil on 
the outside takes heat from the air, 
and a hot coil inside gives the heat to 
the house. With a thermostatic control 
set for desired temperature, the pump 
valves automatically change the move- 
ment of the fluid in the coils. The coil 
outside that was cold becomes hot; the 
coil inside becomes cold. When the 
house temperature falls to the desired 
degree, the pump, by its valve switch, 
stops cooling the house and begins to 
heat it again. 


To get enough heat from the out- 
doors in cold weather is difficult. The 
heat pump has a set of electric heating 
rods to give the system a boost. An 
outdoor thermostat controls them. The 
heat from those rods is expensive, and 
in a very cold climate the cost would 
probably be high. But in Florida's sun- 
shine the shortness of the periods when 
extra heat is needed would not make 
the cost prohibitive. And in cold cli- 
mates the heat pump alone would take 
care of the house through the spring and 
autumn and winter, too, in many cases. 


The economic beauty of the heat 
pump is that it uses electric power, 
which is cheap, instead of electric 


heat, which is expensive in some parts 
of the country. And if you have de- 
cided on summer air conditioning, it 
will cost little more to have heating 
with it if you install the heat pump. 


Heat pumps also can be installed 
to take heat from ground water in- 
stead of outdoor air. A well is drilled 
and water pumped to run over the cold 
coil of the heat pump. Then it is 
pumped back into the ground through 
a second well. Ground water stays 
about the same temperature, 50 or 60 
degrees the year around, and offers a 
more stable heat source than the air. 
But some communities prohibit use of 
ground water, which is getting scarce. 


The heat pump has economic ad- 
vantages. It needs no chimney, furnace 
or fuel tanks. It leaves no ash or soot 
to be removed. It saves space. The day 
may come when utility companies will 
sell electricity for heat pumps at spe- 
cial rates; it would help them even 
out their current *load" instead of hav- 
ing to keep huge plants idle between 
spurts of heavy use. 


Engineers already аге talking 
about new developments for heat 
pumps. In summer the heat might be 
used to heat a house’s hot water. They 
have the promising picture in mind of 
an arrangement by which the sun’s 
heat in a glass box could be used to 
warm the cold coil. 


Though the actual heat pump on 
the market is new, it operates on an 
old principle, invented by the Scottish 
physicist Lord Kelvin 102 years ago. 
An early G-E heating system has been 
in continuous operation for more than 
20 years. The difference is that today’s 
product, like the refrigerator and the 
air conditioner, is a commercial unit 
which has been thoroughly tested and 
for which maintenance service is readi- 
ly available. It brings the time of a 
completely air conditioned America a 
step forward.

HOW TO PLANT 
A LILAC BUSH 


f you want lilacs in your garden next spring. plant them now. 
1 Bushes 11/’-2’ high may be safely planted in November or 
December before the ground freezes. Larger specimen plants 
should be planted with a burlapped earth ball around the roots. 
The old-fashioned lilac (Syringa vulgaris), immortalized by 
Walt Whitman and the American dooryard, is everybody's favor- 
ite. Available in white or lilac, it grows to 15’ or more. There are 
also beautiful hybrids which grow more slowly but have finer 
flower heads. Among these are Primrose, a new pale yellow, the 
rarest lilac color; Mme. Antoine Buchner, a double flowered 
pink, and the mauve Rosace. Other fine lilacs are the single blue 
President Lincoln; Marechal Foch, a near-red double; Lucie 


Baltet, an old-rose single; Miss Ellen Willmott, a double white.

boises (raspberry brandy, not the sweet 
raspberry liqueur). Two other well 


known orange liqueurs are Cointreau 


and Curacao. 


There are many other well known 
fruit cordials on the market. The ever 
popular apricot (sometimes known as 
Abricotine) comes from France and 
Germany and is also made in this coun- 
try. Blackberry liqueur, both imported 
and domestic, is well liked. Among 
cherry liqueurs, those from Italy with 
the Maraschino base and those from 
Denmark, particularly Cherry Heering, 
are best known. A quince liqueur from 
France has a delicate flavor that is a 
fine addition to many desserts and it 
deserves to be better known. Creme de 
Fraises (strawberries) and Creme de 
Framboises (raspberries) are both too 
sweet and syrupy for me to enjoy as 
drinks, but they make excellent dessert 
sauces. Peach liqueur is most useful in 
punches and sauces. 


Of course there are many flavor- 
ings beside fruit popular for liqueurs: 
Anise, similar to licorice, is used for 
Anisette, Anise, Pernod, Ouzo, Batavia 
Arrack and Absinthe; coffee is used 
in Creme de Cafe and two newer ver- 
sions from the West Indies—Kahlua 
and Tia Maria; mints are used in 
Creme de Menthe which can be green, 
white or red in color—a cordial I pre- 
fer as a flavoring rather than as a 
drink, though many enjoy a mint 
frappe after dinner; chocolate or cocoa 
is the flavor of Creme de Cacao, the 
best of which is labeled Chouao, the 
area in Venezuela producing the best 
cocoa beans. 


Creme de Vanille, flavored with 
vanilla, is another liqueur | find too 
cloying for a drink, but useful for fla- 
voring sauces. Ginger liqueur has an 
unusual tang. The kummel liqueurs are 
flavored with caraway seed and come 
either dry or sweet. Perhaps the most 
exotic of all are the Creme de Violette 
and the Creme Yvette, both flavored 
and perfumed with violets. 


With a supply of liqueurs, you can 
vary the taste by mixing them. Use 
your imagination and experiment. Try 
adding Cognac to them, or even whisky 
or rum. The most famous drink of 
mixed liqueurs is Pousse Cafe. If you 
have a deft hand, make your own selec- 
tion of liqueurs and begin by pouring 
the heaviest into a tall straight glass. 
Then add the next heaviest, pouring it 
very slowly down the side of the glass 
so it will float on top of the first liqueur. 
Add the rest of the liqueurs, one at a 
time, ending with the lightest on top. 
The rainbow effect of the layers makes 
Pousse Cafe a pleasure to behold. 


For a truly dramatic occasion, you 
might copy a specialty of one of the 
leading Paris restaurants. Float slight- 
ly heated Cognac as the last layer of 
the Pousse Cafe and ignite it as you 
place it on the table—a flaming glass 
of varied liqueurs.

GOOD PRUNING 


continued from page 216 


FLOWERING CRABAPPLES range from 
large, rounded shrubs, like the Sargent 
crab, to mature trees with wide-flung 
branches, such as the tea crab. Pruning 
is done to train and control growth. 
Shorten side branches on young trees 
to force good new growth (page 216 
top sketch). Low or crowded branches 
can be pruned out a few at a time as 
new upper branches develop. The final 
framework should consist of branches 
far enough apart to avoid crowding as 
the tree ages. In later years, restrict 
pruning to a little-shaping and to re- 
moval of broken or dead branches and 
inside wood. 


HAWTHORNS come in many shapes 
and sizes, form excellent small shade 
trees as well as tight thorny hedges. 
Pruning is not necessary for specimen 
effect except to insure a good frame- 
work. When hawthorns are used for 
hedges, careful pruning is essential. To 
insure foliage from top to bottom, you 
must keep hedges wider at the bottom 
than the top; then the sun can reach all 
the leaves. Prune hedges heavily only 
once a year, in early spring; trim two 
or three times afterward. 


MANCHU CHERRY blooms from top to 
bottom before the foliage appears. 
Since a single bush often fails to pro- 
duce fruit, it should be planted in 
pairs. Pruning is necessary only to 
shorten its wide-spreading and twiggy 
branches for desired height and spread. 
Prune after blooming. 


ASIATIC SWEETLEAF bears among the 
brightest of all blue fruits following its 
clouds of small fragrant flowers. It is 
important to keep the plants well wa- 
tered during dry periods to avoid wilt- 
ing and dropping of berries, Pruning 
is not generally needed, except for re- 
moval of dead wood. Severe pruning 
will impair the dense twiggy effect of 
its branches. 


BLACK JETBEAD is an unusually use- 
ful shrub on two counts; it blooms well 


in sun or shade; it is one of the few 
shrubs that bear black glossy berries. 
Pruning should consist of removing the 
oldest wood (following fruiting sea- 
son) all the way to the ground to pro- 
mote new shoots. Flowers are borne at 
the ends of new growth. Therefore, do 
not shorten the branches. 


WINTERGREEN BARBERRY has excel- 
lent foliage color the year round and 
has a habit of dense, upright growth. 
Pruning is not usually needed. Unless 
clipped-hedge effect is desired, let the 
shrub assume its natural form. To con- 
trol size, shorten branches by cutting 
6 to 8 inches inside the perimeter of the 
shrub. The thorns are needle-sharp; 
protect your hands and wrists with 
leather gloves. 


LALAND FIRETHORN, one of the most 
spectacular of shrubs because of its 
autumn berries, has the additional vir- 
tues of being evergreen in warm cli- 
mates and sparkling with white florets 
in spring. Pruning can make it a fine 
espalier or fan against a wall or chim- 
ney, or will keep it in bounds as a large 
free-form shrub. Pinching tips of 
young plants causes branching. To en- 
courage new growth, which blooms 
when two years old, shorten branches 
that have fruited. 


RED CHOKEBERRY is a native plant 
of good foliage, flower and fruit. It 
looks best when allowed to develop its 
natural form. Pruning should be lim- 
ited to shortening branches slightly to 
encourage growth of side shoots. This 
is best done in very early spring after 
the preceding: year's berries have fallen. 


VIBURNUMS are substantial shrubs ef- 
fective the year round. Species with 
both flowers and berries are among the 
most adaptable of all shrubs and re- 
quire little care, Pruning is seldom 
needed. Occasionally thin out the old- 
est wood (following fruiting season) 
all the way to the ground to promote a 
continuous supply of new shoots.
